The checkpoint 
data was transmitted to WA4KPT as each of the 24 entrants started 
and went through each checkpoint. WB4GHU entered the data into 
the computer. 

The Rally Master was totally amazed when, 3 hours and 58 
minutes after the first car started the event, he was handed a 
printout of the entire rally which showed each entrant’s param- 
eters at the starting line, each checkpoint, finish line, bonus points, 
and total penalty points. He was able to immediately determine the 
winner, a process which in the past would have required a sleepless 
night to perform. 

Overall, amateur radio scored a big hit with all the entrants, and 
having a computer to calculate the rally so rapidly left them awe- 
struck.

Now that we have the regulation for measuring SSB transmitter output in peak- 
envelope-power (PEP), the usual average reading RF output wattmeter in the tran- 
smitter or externally in the transmission line is still a useful instrument. With a two-tone 
test signal input to the transmitter, just multiply the meter reading times 2.45 to obtain 
the PEP output. A ’scope on the line at the same time would be handy to keep below the 
flat-topping level.

CW, asa lot of people have known it, is an endangered species and it is only a matter of 
time before it takes its place in a museum somewhere. Try as we may we really can’t stop 
progress and the CW issue is pretty much over with except for the shouting. 

More than anything else, the microcomputer has probably done more to give CW this 
kiss of death. At 20 wpm CW is painfully slow and an exhausting experience for both the 
sender and receiver. At the speeds a computer is capable of operating the computer far 
surpasses the skills of all but the most skilled CW ops. The need to know the code just 
doesn’t exist any longer and I feel the FCC is wise to be taking steps in the direction of 
eliminating it as a requirement for a license. I would expect to see RTTY taking over 
much more of the present CW spectrum in the immediate future. 

Ham radio is a fairly expensive pasttime and I wouldn’t expect it to degenerate into 
anything closely resembling CB at its worst now or anytime in the future. With better 
technical examinations we will probably get better applicants than we have ever seen in 
the past and just maybe ham radio will again become the innovative spirit it once was. We 
ought to be unloading all that old brass to the junkman and buying micro’s!

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ARMY MARS 
GOOD AS THE “REAL THING’? NAWWW...BETTER!

Late this July, one of the TV channels carried a report on the Air 
National Guard, which revealed an amazing comparison: the 
Guard’s competence, from pilots to mechs, is superior to that of the 
regular USAF. Even Senator Proxmire, old ‘‘golden fleece award”’ 
himself, said, ‘‘The Guard is not the second-best Air Force in the 
world. It’s Number One!”’ 

Army MARS members will not be too surprised by this example 
of the superiority of part-time irregulars to full-time warriors: 
compare civilian MARS operators to their regular Army coun- 
terparts and you find the same situation. Listen to any net where 
Fort Famous General is net control, and what do you find? You find 
civilian MARS stations sticking pretty close to proper procedure, 
while the regular Army operator frequently sounds like a novice. 

The reason for this is that s/he is often is a novice, possibly a 
green private, placed there to do something useful while learning 
what the Army is all about. You can’t blame the C.O. for that; the 
unit doesn’t normally have so many trained communications 
Specialists that it can spare any to run morale- and emergency- 
oriented facilities. Recognize, too, that some of the European 
phone-patch operators are volunteering their own time (and often 
chipping in to buy equipment), and we see that we have no reason 
to complain about them. 

We do have reason to set good example, though, and to use 
patience and diplomacy while doing so. And we also have reason to 
be proud of what we are within the MARS organization — which is 
to say, the very best they’ve got!

NEW SPACE ANTENNA 
By CarlS. Zelich, AA4MI 
The STS-9 antenna to be used by Dr. Garriott, W5LFL, is a copper 
ring of approximately 9 inch diameter. This is formed from 1/4 inch 
copper and is a split ring at the ends. One end of the circle is 
grounded in the typical DDRR configuration and a few inches from 
this same end the center pin of a type N connector is connected to 
supply the RF. The ‘‘N’”’ connector enters through the rear of the 
box. The other end of the antenna circle is insulated from ground. 
This antenna is enclosed in an aluminum box approximately 24’’H x 
24’”’W x 4’D. There are flanges attached to the edges of the box. 


The window of the orbiter has velcro strips that normally provide 
attachment of a sunvisor. The window is in the ceiling of the or- 
biter. These same strips will be used to mate with velcro “‘c’’ clips 
that are mounted on the box flanges. 

The antenna will emit vertical polarization as do all DDRR an- 
tennas but the important objective is to get the RF out of the 
vehicle. The position of the orbiter, of course, will determine where 
vertical is in respect to earth. 

To reduce any RF leakage into the orbiter, wide mylar tape 
strips approximately 1-1/2 foot long are taped in a radial pattern to 
function as RF chokes. These are attached to the flanges and the 
panels around the window from the flange.

With the end of the Es season and not much F2 or tropo to report, 
I visited a few DXers instead. I visited with Doug, ZP5XDW of 
Ascension, Paraguay and he is really operational on 6m with a 
Swan 250 and 3 elements: However when I visited his shack, he said 
he could be induced to obtain a solid state scanning rig with squelch 
to aid 6m propagation experiments. Doug also is prepared to 
operate it as a low powered beacon as well. During March and 
April, he worked about 40 6m meter stations, but has not been too ~ 
active since because of high background noise and non-existant 
calibration. 

The Wls at the New England VHF Society picnic at the end of 
August requested a bit more activity from some of the rare grid 
squares in FL. Even the Miami area has only 2 active 6m 
operators. By the way, Hank Cross (W100P), VHF legend in his 
own time, passes along greetings to W4VTJ, W4EMB, and others he 
has known over the years. 

The ARRL again is sponsoring Sprint Contests for each band this 
fall: 1296 Mhz Nov. 10; 432 Mhz Nov. 16; 220 Mhz Nov. 22; 144 Mhz 
Nov. 28; 50 Mhz Dec. 11. Each band will constitute an entry and 
score consists of grids multiplied by contacts. 

The 1983 ARRL National Convention will be held in Houston, TX 
on 7-9 Oct. The Six Meter Radio Klub (SMIRK) is sponsoring an 
International VHF/UHF Symposium and SMIRK 10th Anniversary 
Convention to be held in conjunction with the National. VHF ers and 
UHFers from all comestic call areas as well as from many other 
countries will be in attendance. See Pg. 54, Sept. “QST”’ for full 
details. See you there. 

For a ‘‘professional’’ view of Meteor Scatter, check your local 
library for McGraw Hill’s ‘‘Aviation Week and Space Technology” 
Aug. 15 issue and read ‘‘Meteor Trails May Aid Communications.” 
It is a two-page article outlining how National Defense Com- 
munications might be maintained in the event of post attack 
ionosphere or satellite failure. 

An interesting magazine which some FL VHF/UHFers may not 
be aware of is ‘‘Lunar Letter Magazine”’ (312 12 Ave. So., Nampa, 
ID, 83651). At $12 per year, it sounds expensive, but it provides 
many informative articles on EME construction, operating news of 
EMEers, and even a terrestrial propagation report by WA4MVI. 
One handy occasional listing by WA1JXN/7 lists EME capable 
stations who might be available for Ms schedules. 

Although the 6m Es season is ending, Aug. 17 provided two 
openings from 0000 until 0115Z to W1, 2, 8, and again about 1900Z, — 
GA, W8, 9, were very strong into the Miami area. On 4 Sept. W400 
reportedly worked an HC2, but the prop. mode is not known. 

Two meters has been very quiet, but a number of stations in- 
cluding WD4FAB, WA4OWC, WA4OFS, and W40DW have been 
heard through the new Oscar 10. Although AO-10 did not achieve the 
planned orbit due to (1) being hit by the booster 3rd stage and (2) 
having an 80 second overburn of the AO-10 kick motor, AO-10 has 
been providing many enjoyable QSOs. From ‘“‘reading the mail”, 
W4VTJ has 38 states confirmed on 2m and K4DZP is up to 20. . 

1-GHZ has been active again. K4IXC reportedly has been making — 
200 mile contacts. WA4GHK (Palm Bay) has worked 300 miles to 
SC. 

NEW NOVICE EXAM PROCEDURE 

FCC has new Novice exam procedures effective August 31. After 
the applicant passes both sending and receiving tests at 5 wpm, the 
volunteer examiner administers a 20 question test taken from 200 
questions furnished by FCC in PR Bulletin 1035A. The names of 
successful candidates are certified by the examiner and sent with 
Forms 610 to FCC, Gettysburg, PA 17325. 

Volunteer examiners must be over 18, hold FCC General or 
higher licenses, not related to applicant, not be in em- 
ployer/employee or employee/employee relationship with ap- 
plicant, or own a significant interest in or be employed by any 
company or entity engaged in manufacture, distribution of 
Amateur Radio equipment or publications used in preparing for 
amateur exams.

ISIT A P-40??? HEAVENS NO, IT’S A WASP!!!! 

I learned a quick and painful lesson on 26th July when I decided to 
inspect coax connections and do any necessary maintenance that 
was necessary atop the tower that holds my HF beam and 2M 
antenna. I’d taken the usual precautions of disconnecting and 
grounding the coax lead-ins at the shack end, and had pulled all 
power plugs. I then climbed to the top. 


While I was busy, I saw something out of the corner of my eye 
make a steep dive, similar to a P-40 on a dive bomb run. As it ap- 
proached, I began to hear the high pitch noise made by the ap- 
proaching object, but, realized — TOO late — that the P-40 dive 
bomb was in fact, a WASP. I had NO chance to escape as he fired 
all of his 50 caliber bullets at my chin and hit it dead center. 
Needless to say, I scampered down to the ground as fast as light- 
ning (P-38 type) and yelled at my XYL to get the tweezers to pull 
out the bullets. She could only find a wasp stinger in my chin and 
removed it (the stinger, not my chin). 


The wasps were building a nest under the top of the tower where 
all the tubes join and form a cone. My advice is LISTEN for sound 
and LOOK for active wasps BEFORE climbing towers. It COULD 
be a disastrous situation if they are there and you get caught by 
surprise.

SPACELAB CONTACTS 

TRYING TO CONTACT THE SPACELAB by running high power 
and using a large antenna array can handicap you when the STS-9 
mission reaches orbit this fall. According to AMSAT, the optimum 
terrestrial station for operators not accustomed to tracking 
satellites will be a 10-15 watt 2 meter transceiver and a ‘‘turnstile’’ 
type antenna. It is now estimated that only 500 maximum contacts 
with Dr. Garriott will be possible, since the ‘‘window”’ to any given 
geographic area will be only 8 minutes on a pass. W5FLF will 
operate split frequency: stations on the ground will transmit to the 
spacecraft in the range 144.910 - 145.470 MHz. and listen for a 
response in the spectrum from 145.510 to 145.776 MHz. Twenty kHz 
steps will be used for both transmit and receive. 


Dr. Garriott will operate from the aft flight deck of the space 
shuttle orbiter Columbia. His transceiver will be battery powered 
and capable of a nominal 5 watts output to a printed circuit ‘‘loop’”’ 
antenna placed in the upper crew compartment window on the aft 
flight deck. Most of the earth’s land mass will be within line-of-sight 
range of the STS-9 during a typical day. The Amateur operation is 
not scheduled to begin until Day Three of the mission and will be 
limited to a maximum of 1 hour per day. Other, higher priority 
duties on Columbia or in the ESA Spacelab could shorten or 
preclude the on-the-air activities of W5LFL during any given 
scheduled operating period. Westlink is preparing a special ‘‘Space 
and Science’’ supplement for an upcoming issue that will explain 
how to best prepare to work W5LFL/space mobile. Tnx NASA,
